THE BEST THAT IS GOING. 

As between killing heat and heavy rainfall 
there is no room for doubt which is needed and 
wanted in the prairie country.

ANOTHER CLAMOR FOR BONUSES. 

Mr. Fielding announced on Thursday that it is 
not the purpose of the Government to bring in 
legislation at this session ‘‘to assist the woollen 
industry’’ of Canada. Meaning apparently that 
it is not the intention to impose a duty upon 
woollen goods imported from abroad. There will 
be no outburst of public protest against that de- 
cision. In a cold country where as many sheep 
are grown as in Canada, if the manufacturers of 
woollen goods cannot hold their own against 
foreign campetitors it is not worth while to penal- 
ize the public in order to save them from having 


to try. 


THE DIVORCE RECORD. 

Divorce is apparently getting less unpopular 
in Canada, at a steadily increasing rate. Ten years 
ago only 59 couples were thus separated in the 
whole Dominion in a twelve-month. Five years 
later the annual record was 90. In 1919 the figuro 
jumped to 376, and last year the tie was dissolved 
in 541 eases. British Columbia headed the list in 
1922, with 188 annulments, while Alberta was a 
close second with 129. To Quebec belongs the 
honor of being last in the procession only six 
domestic partnerships being dissolved in that pro- 
vince. This national record is a standing disgrace. 
Of course the war played havoc with many 
homes. And it does not follow that the offences 
which commonly lead to divorce are increasing 
at the same rate as the separations. It may be that 
people now are less averse to incurring the pub- 
licity incident to divorce than they were years 
ago, and go to the courts for redress much more 
readily. Making all such allowances, the fact 
remains that 544 Canadian homes were legally 
broken up in the last twelve months, far more 
than ever before in a single year. That is an un- 
wholesome trend of things. 


WHY BLOCK DEVELOPMENT? 

Some of the Senators at Ottawa have been 
moved to alarm again by a report that somebody 
was trying to get control of the Hoppe coal lands 
in the western part of this province. The custom- 
ary calm of the Upper Chamber was only restored 
when assurance was given that the Government 
had been apprised of the alleged predatory de- 
sign, and that the Ministers were on the alert to 
frustrate it. A group of the elder statesmen seem 
to be living in dread that some one may some day 
start to mine this great deposit of Alberta anthra- 
cite and offer to sell the product to householders 
in central Canada. It is scarcely likely that the | 
Senators have been buying up mines in Pennsyl- 
vania, or that the Pennsylvania mine operators 
have been buying up the Senators. But either 
hypothesis would explain the state of mind. And 
aside from one supposition or the other it is dif- 
ficult to see just why there should be this persis. 
tent hostility among the senior legislators toward 
the development of a great Canadian resource, 
whose product is needed to avert a coal famine, 
and whose utilization would create opportunities 
for employment and for industrial enterprise. 
‘While it is held in reserve by the Crown the 
Hoppe coal deposit might just as well be in Tim- 
buctoo for all the use it is. Why not let some ane 
who has the means andthe will bring that latent 
economic factor into play? Certainly not because 
the country doesn’t need it. 


PUTTING ON RESTRAINTS. 

Parliament has passed a resolution giving the 
Government power to suspend the coasting laws 
when circumstances require. The object is to pre- 
vent the Canadian shipping interests engineering 
another hold-up such as they staged so success- 
fully last fall, when they boosted the lake freight 
rates on Western wheat to about three times the 
normal charge. They were able to do this because 
the coasting laws do not allow foreign vessels to 
carry grain from one Canadian port to another, 
and thus gave the Canadian boats a monopoly of 
the trade from Ft, William to Georgian Bay ports. 
They will still have that monopoly, but on condi- 
tion that they do not abnse it. Lf they do that, | 
the law can be summarily suspended, and United 
States carriers allowed to enter the trade and com- 
pete with them. As o further precaution against 
combine tactics, the grain commission is being 
given contro) of lake freight rates, similar to that 
now exercised by the Railway Commission over 
rail rates.
